PresVbnt Cleveland sp- 
poinLfdhirn in 18b7 one of the thres 
commissioners to investigate the Pacific 
railroads. Disagreeing with his two 
colleagues iu the outcome of this work 
Pattisrn submitted a minority report, 
which Cleveland sustained, that "there 
ousrht to be aa end tn the partnership 
bitwern the government and the Pa- 
c'fie railroads— a spjcdy and absolute 
divorce.'1

NEW YORK August 2 —If the frui- 


dation of a great war between labor 
and capital is renl'zid it will cause 
more distress and suffering than any 
contest that has taken place between 
these two contending powerp. There 
are only two great forms of govern- 
ment which mia have elected for their 
safety, one ia Reason and the other is 
Force; Force seems to be the final 
result for the arbitrament of thrsi 
great questions, lor they appeal t 
everyone, rich or poor, high or low, 
educated or ignorant, ard all these 
subjects appeal dirtct'y to evry man's 
safety, f)r tho comforts of hia hom 
atd the well beii g of his ch'Uren. It 
is safe to siy that e^e 7 nun, no mat 
ter what he professes, wants his home 
sacredly guarded and is willing to 
pledge his lifo for these blessinr.6. 
For s' veral mos'hs there has been a 
feeling of unrest amor g the laboring 
cissies which bodes no good to capita1. 
Honest labor desires the ordinary com- 
forts of lifc, a picture on the wall, a 
carpet on the floor, decent dress and 
eiucation for h's cvildren and these 
blessings capital miy grant without 
serious danger to its own security. In 
the coming contest there is an enigma 
which no prophet seems able to aclve. 
The question of wages ia a very import, 
ant one and another is the division oi 
time. Long aao * few v.-ise mon saw 
that on that division of time depended 
the safety and e-mfort of labor. It is 
only reasonable to ask that a man 
shall have a portion of his time to 
spend with his fitnily. 
An idjal life 


is made up of the dins'on of recrea- 
tion and labcr, It's abhorrent to every 
thinking 
mau that he should be 


chained to labor frjm the rising of the 
sun to the going down of the same. 
When arriving at his home worn down 
with toil he finds the children asleep 
and hie wife a watchful sentinel over 
their slumbers and their home. Here 
we may safely leave this subject for 
the present and wo will turn to re1 


view the rights of capital as they exist 
today, and this fact meets us whichever 
way we turn, that the great capitalists 
of the present day, almost without a 
single exception, have risen from the 
ranks of labor. Tha family of Both- 
ehilds represents the highest degree 
of concentrated capital, 
Wherever 


civilization is known and human gov 
ernment has behind it a power to en 
force its recognized rights and yat this 
great combination banded together by 
self-interest with "hooka of steel' 
stands uncovered before the names o 
Andrew Carnegie, John D.Rockefeller, 
John W. Maikey whose great wealth 
has. been accumulated in one-half of a 
human life, and the entire world is ap 
palled when it realizes the power of 
the great financial trinity. 
Is not 


there 
some 
mysterious 
force 
in 


this trinitarian combination? 
In the 


Elueincan 
Mysteries of Egypt the 


superlative point of human knowl- 
edge waa only given to those who had 
passed the trials of the Trinity and 
had crossed the mystic river which di- 
vides light and darkneiB. 
At the en- 


trance to the temple of all human 
knowledge was a figure that extended 
three of the fingers of its right hand. 
These tricitarian signs ware air, water 
and fire; the neophite having passed 
safely the trial of air and water was 
then submitted to the trial of fire, 
which resolved him back into his orig- 
inal elementa. Yon start wi 'h a num- 
ber of the trinity, three; three times 
three are nine, and now no matter 
what combination you make the fig- 
ures will represent nine, no more, no 
less. If the combination wh'ch is now 
threatened c*n be realized In its ful- 
ness no man living can cist the horo- 
scope of the future. It is no use at 
this point to moralize on the resull; 
suffering gigantic in its consjqaenca 
is inevitable.

PENNSYLVANIA APPLES 


Ale Memoed by CateriilUarr, S»y« Prof. 


Dnli—Government Bulletin. 


If Pennsylvania's fame cs a producer 


ol excellent apples is to continue 
irompt and v'gorous warfare must be 
waged against the now voracious ap- 
>le-tree tent caterpillar. 


This is the conclusion reached and 


.he lesson conveyed in a convincing 
paper by Nelson F. Dnvie, Sc D., prr- 
'essor of biology in Eucknell univer- 
sity. It has just been issued in the 
torm of a bulletin by the departroer t 
of agriculture. 


Mfny of Pennsylvania's orchards ai" 
'errun by aimies of caterpillars and 


the bulletin therefore has a money 
•alue when it tells of the manner in 
which the destroyers maybe extermin- 
ated. 


After describing the irganions spi^ 


uicg of the silken tent by the insect, 
Prof. Dsvis continue?: 


The. caterpillars leave the tent early 


.n the morning, if it is not too eeli, 
and arn soon scattered over the tree, 
following trails of silk, if they have 
been on the limb before. If they are 
compelled to seek food on new limls 
they go slowly and cautiously, leaving 
behind a trail of silk. By means rf 
this trail they can return to the tent, 
After a few trips the new trail is wel' 
establish! d, and now the caterpillar 
will follow it without spinning as they 


. 
When crmpel'ed to turn out fcr 8 


fellow coming in the opposite direction, 
they must leave the path, or cling on) j 
to the edge of it, and aa they dos 
they spin a thread, aud thus the trail 
gradually beccm=.s wider. In this way 
the trail may finally cover the smaller 
branches. 


The injury caused by this insect is 


usually confined to wild-cherry and 
apple. A vigoious troe will be affect- 
ed but little by one or two colonies, 
but frequently so many are present 
that the entire tree is defoliated. 
A' I 


the energies of the tree are now devot- 
ed to putting forth new leaves, and no 
fruit will develop during the season. 


The next spring may show many dead 


limbs on the trees as a, result of this 
struggle. 
Peach, plum, rosa, hire', , 


oak, maple, 
hawthorn, 
shad-bush, 


elm, willow, piplar and probably 
many other trees, aro occasionally at 
tacked by them. In Northumberland 
county during 1898 hundreds of appl 
orchards were cempletely defoliated, 
every tree having from five to twenty- 
colonies on it. Many empty tents wers 
burned by the farmers after all dam- 
age had been done. 


In 1903, throughout Pennsylvanic, 


New York and New Jersey, the cater- 
pillars were attacked by a parosite, 
which is either a bacterium or a fungus 
It killed them off by the thousands 
From twelve infected colonies only ter. 
healthy moths were obtained. 


Several species of beetles will attack 


them when the caterpillars are on the 
ground, as they may be when seeking 
a place to spin their cocoons. 


Some of the vertebrate enemies arc 


toads and frogs, 
which will devour 


them by the dozens, whenever the op- 
portunity presents itself, and several 
species of birds, among which are th» 
yellow-billed 
cuckco, 
blaek-billed 


cuckoo, crow, robin, Baltimore oriole, 
chickadee and vireos. 


Affected trees may be cleared of the 


pests by spraying with a co'.ution of 
one pound of paris green to 150 gallons 
of water.

A NatnrKliNt'a Tbeorr OH to How the 


Sound In Produced. 


It is disputed whether the snipe's 


drumming—a curious noise suggestive 
ot a miniature thrashing machine—is 
made bj the bird with its wings or by 
Its tail or by both wings and tail 
Some recent observations incline me 
strongly to believe that the tail plays, 
at any rate, the more important part 
During the performance the bird flies 
at a great height round and round in 
a wide sweeping circle 
At intervals 


he makes a sudden and rapid descent, 
holding his wings partly flexed and his 
tail spread to its full extent

ermost tail feather on either side points 
outnaid at a greater angle than those 
adjoining it so that when the bird la 
watched through a good field glass day
